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Muncie, Ind., Feb. 7—Policewo­ 
men are not uncommon today but 
millionaire policewomen 
are

scarce. Mrs. Thomas F. Hart, Mun­ 
cie s first and only police woman,is 
tin* wife of a millionaire manufac­ 
turer, herself a leader of society. 
Garbed in a hand-tailored navy 
blue suit of simple elegance, carry­ 
ing 
a 
policeman's 
club, 
wearing 
Badge No. 9 and the regulation po­ 
lice cap, Mrs. Hart goes unescorted 
into the city’s red-light and slum 
districts, looking for girls she may 
help. 


“I adopted a uniform for my own 
protection, as my work takes me in­ 
to public places, and many strange 
ones, and if I were dressed in citi­ 
zen's dress 1 would have to he con­ 
tinually explaining who I am,” said 
Mrs. 
Hart. 
“Ofcourse, 
there 
are 
times, when doing detective work 
when I wear other clothing. 1 have 
met with the greatest respect from 
all classes.* 


Since the first of January when 
Mrs. Hart entered upon her duties 
witli 
the 
incoming administration, 
she has 
handled more than fifty 
cases. 
In a special article written for the 
United P re s s , Mrs. Hart condemned 
much in 
the 
present 
educational 
systems. She decried tiie lack of in­ 
dustrial 
education, 
whereas 
she 
found many eases of prostitues who 
were well educated in other respects. 
“Very few indeed know how to use 
their h a nd s ," said Policewoman No. 
9, “so that those who have express­ 
ed a desire to reform, are wholly 
unfitted to take up any kind of work.! 
They must be re-educated.” 
Mrs. Hart advised girls to take 


chan: es with the hardworking me- 
.chamc or f irmer boy than “with the 
polished : 
r who may talk well but 
who i 
earn a living.” 
Speaking of sex-hygiene teaching, 
Mrs. Hart’s expressed opinion was 
that the threat of a whipping she re­ 
ceived from her own mother if the 
mother ever learned of her sitting on 
a man’s lap, was the best kind of sex 
hygiene teaching. She said she was 
not permitted even the touch of a 
man's hand in a familiar way. 
“Let us not teach sex problems in 
our schools,” t said Mrs. Hart, “but 
let us teach our boys and girls that 
the body is a pre c io us casket, which 
contains that wonderful jewel called 
the soul, therefore it should never 
be violated or defiled in any way, but 
watched over and gaurded as some­ 
thing sacred. And we shall by so do­ 
ing implant in the minds of children 
a fear—a holy fear—of permitting 
any one to violate their bodies in any 
way.” 
What Mrs. Hart said of her own 
work is so outspoken that her words 
are given in full here. 
“My experience in this office is li­ 
mited but for many years 1 have 
been engaged in the same line of 
work in mv private life. To me, it is 
a shocking thing for a woman to soil 
her body for money, but I truly be­ 
lieve that the woman who married a 
man for his wealth, without love, as 
truly sells her body for gain, as she 
who is known to the world as a Mag­ 
dalene. My experience convinces me 
that Magdalenes are not wholly bad. 
Many of them are kind-hearted and 
eharitable; others 
more hardened 
can see no other way of making a 
living; some are victims of circum­ 
stances, who. misguided by a false 
line of reasoning, have thrown their 
lives away. But few of them know 
how to work, they shrink form oc­ 
cupations at meagre wages 
which 
will not permit fine clothes and lux­ 
uries.
